He applied for a visa at the invitation of Stuart Watts, who voiced interest in 
hiring him as an instructor at the Academy of Oriental Medicine in Austin-AOMA. (Dr. Wang 
taught at AOMA for 7 years, as instructor and herbal dean. 1995-2001] Leaving China for 
the United States was not an easy decision for Dr. Wang and his wife. "But I was looking for 
more opportunities for personal growth," he says. Having studied English in school, he felt 
confident about being able to improve his fluency. He also knew that acupuncture was 
growing in acceptance and popularity in the United States. 

Over his 19 years of healing acupuncture practice in Austin (Dr. Wang was trained in China 
and had practiced 4 years before he moved to U.S. in March 1995.], Dr. Wang has healed 
numerous patients from various conditions. 

These include but not limited to: allergies, asthma, poor circulation, headache, insomnia, 
infertility, back pain, bronchitis, knee pain, tennis elbow, irritable bowel syndrome, 
premenstrual syndrome, hormonal imbalance, migraine, and kidney stones. 



I am a Chinese and I know that the Chinese herb and acupuncture are 
very useful in some disease especially on some disease which has no 
solution by most west medicine doctor.

It seems that I 
have no hope and no solution at that time.
